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Reference is ©ede to your letter dated April 27, 
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The determination as to the release of the pertinent 
documents is within the province of the Department of Justice, 
and this Bureau interposes no objection. For your information, 
the Federal process charging violation of a Federal Civil 
Rights statute is still outstanding against James Earl Ray, 
and you may desire to communicate with the Civil Rights 
Division on this matter.
